For Cuba Now Favored. 


New York, Nov. CO.—George Br-onson

floubt that General "Weyler's campaign 
has failed. It Is hardly possible that it 
tan succeed in either driving Maceo oui 
at Plnar del Rio or Inflicting a seven.1 
de-feat upon him. For nine months I wa» 
In the field In HaLana and Pinar del 
Ilio prov'ncen with Genera.! Maceo, dur- 
ing which time I -witnessed more than 
6j engagements between the Spanish and ! 
Cuban troops, 30 of which took place in' 
the ir.iis of Plr.ar dtl Rio. Jly experl-] 
ences and knowledge oC the country lead 
me to believe that the campaign of Gen- 
eral Weyler has been a failure. 


"The abandonment of Ru'jl by Macea 


does not indicate that he- was defeated, 
«s lie simply escaped from the trap sn i 
cc.rerully laid to catch him. The failure i 
ut Weyler to bring on a decisive battle! 
ot.' Nov. 11 will cost him a great many j 
more men and a prolonsatlon of hl3 cam- 
palgn indefinitely. 


"The Insurgents, accustomed as they 


are to this district, can make it very 
Interesting for any Spanish column thai 
penetrates the hills. Marching is don,; 
In Indian file, and some o£ the hills ani 
IO steep that It would be an Irnposslbil;:y 
for e.

false black' goatee, I slipped Into thu 
house adjoining mine, and made my es- 
cape to the street, as I thought, unob- 
served. It was 2 o'clock In the afternoon. 
I Jumped Into a carriage, but the alarm 
was given, and the police pursued me in 
another. I to!d my driver to keep ahead, 
ai:d watchlns my opportunity, Jumped, 
from the moving carriage and walked 
back on the pavement, mingled with tho 
erosvd, and made good my escape to tin 
country. A lev,- days afterward I shipped 
aboard a sailing vessel as .a common 
tailor, reached Xew Orleans, alter an 


uneventful trip, and came on to Ke\\ 
York by rail, arriving this morning." 


In rejjly to a c;ueatiori as lo the general 


feeling of the people, living In Cuba, ha 
said, through an Interpreter: "Today we 
might say that Spain holds Cuba by sheet 
force of arms. The whole country, Span- 
ish and Cubans alike, desire peace, even 
at almost any sacrifice, and. although II 
may seem strange, the Spanish elemen!

"The opinion I express is not that o! 


transient C7uban residents, but of mer- 
chants and landowners—Spanish as well 
as Cubans. The Spaniards express this 
opinion In private only, as the public ex- 
pression of it would ensure their execu- 
tion as rebels. Weyler does not trust 
anyone, Spaniard or Cuban. He does as 
he pleases. His latest edict is that all 
persona, men, women or children, who 
tire found outside of the Spanlsn lines, 
shall be considered rebels and shotdowr, 
as such. This edict was published only 
In the oflici:il gazette in Habana. whlcli 
circulates ainum; Spanish officers and 
officials only. There was no way 
in 


which those outside of these circles could 
learn of the edict. There Is no railroad 
lo Pinar Del Itlo from Habana, and It In 
Ir. this province that the edict has cost 
the m-eatest loss of life. People taken 
under this edict are marched oulside ih^ 
sates of the city and shot-down by the 
soldiers. The reports of prisoners cap- 
tured by Wcylor are but the capture of 
these poor devils. The
